Whorf Proves Versatile 


The multi-talented Richard 
Whorf says that he’s really an 
awful ham. 

“Tf I weren’t,” he declared, 
“T’d be happy just directing 
other hams, but every so often I 
can’t restrain myself any longer 
and I’ve got to get in front of a 
camera.” 

This is quite a treat for fol- 
lowers of the picture drama who 
know a good actor when they see 
one, but something of a trying 
experience for Whorf’s co-actors, 
who discover that his great 
vitality and blithe spirit are ex- 
hausting off screen and plain old 
scene-stealing on screen. 

Whorf is acting again for the 
first time in many months at 
Warner Bros., where he is giv- 
ing Humphrey Bogart some stiff 
competition in “Chain Light- 
ning,’’ which comes to the............ 
Theatre on ......... Not so long ago, 
he was producing, directing and 
starring in a New York stage 
version of “Richard III,” and a 
few months before that, he was 


directing a film at Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer. In between times, 
he designs stage scenery and is 
a painter of more than passing 
merit. 


Along with Bogart, Whorf is 
faced with some wise veterans of 
the stage and screen in the pres- 
ence of Raymond Massey and 
Morris Ankrum. They are a 
stimulating challenge to Whorf, 
who functions best when he has 
competition. 


When asked about future plans 
he said, “Well, I’m going to 
New York to see about taking 
out a roadshow company of 
‘Richard III.’ I’m also scheduled 
for a television show, and I want 
to run over to Italy to make a 
picture. I’ve got a good offer for 
a lead opposite a beautiful film 
star, and then I may do the 
Martha Raye musical show 
which opens on Broadway later.” 


“Busy little man” was the only 
comment Bogart could muster 
up in answer to those plans.

Recently on the set of Warner 
Bros.’ new air-minded wmelo- 
drama, “Chain Lightning,” Hum- 
phrey Bogart kept a first aid 
man standing by with a spray 
gun filled with some concoction 
presumed to be good for a sore 
throat and threatening cold. 

Bogart, ordinarily an espe- 
cially healthy individual, had 
never been known to capitulate 
so completely to the mere threat 
of the sniffles. 

Those who worked with Bogey 
on the set of “Chain Lightning” 
understood, however. He didn’t 
want to take the cold, or the 
sniffles or the sore throat home 
to little Stephen Humphrey 
Bogart, his quite new son and 
heir. 

So all day Bogey was doused 
with medicines. Next day, re- 
porting at a later hour than 
usual because of a late call, he 
was, quite obviously, no better. 
His nose was threatening to run, 
his voice was husky and his 
throat was still sore. And Bogart 
was most unhappy. 

“My wife won’t let me near 
the little rascal,” he gloomed to 
Raymond Massey and Richard 
Whorf on the set. “You’d think I 
had smallpox or something. But 
I suppose she’s right. How long 
does a Spring cold last, anyhow?” 

To which question Humphrey 
Bogart received half a dozen 
different answers, none of which 
seemed to make him any more 
contented with his state.

Jet Kicks Like 
Mule, Says Bogey 


Humphrey Bogart, involved 
with a “detachable, jet-propelled 
pod” in Warner Bros.’ “Chain 
Lightning,” the picture in which 
he plays the role of a jet pilot, 
told reporters that he is not as 
inexperienced in such matters as 
is generally supposed. 

When Bogart came to Holly- 
wood to try his luck in motion 
pictures the first time, he was 
put on a horse and told to ride 
out of the scene. The horse 
started and then stopped, but 
Bogart kept on going, into the 
bushes. He dusted himself off 
and caught the next train back 
to New York and his customary 
stage work. It was several years 
before he tried his luck again. 

“Leaving an apparently firm 
foundation such as a horse, un- 
expectedly and suddenly, is a 
nerve shattering business,” Bo- 
gart explains. “The ‘pod,’ so 
called in ‘Chain Lightning,’ 
would be even more so. I don’t 
know how fast that horse that 
tossed me was going but it must 
have been considerably less than 
eleven hundred miles an hour. 

“That’s the calculated speed 
of the plane when the ‘pod’ is re- 
leased.”

‘Perfect’, Says Lenser 
About Eleanor Parker 


The trouble with Eleanor 
Parker is the kind of trouble 
that almost any young woman in 
the world would like to be hexed 
with. 

She’s too darned beautiful. 

That’s the growling complaint 
of Ernest Haller, Hollywood 
cameraman, who has been squint- 
ing at Miss Parker’s lovely dial 
every day for the last couple of 
weeks, and has come to the con- 
clusion that if there ever was a 
perfect face, Miss Parker has it. 

“Tf I could find just one little 
flaw ... if her ears were too 
big, or her lips too thin, or her 
eyes too small. But she’s per- 
fect!” snapped the cameraman 
who has photographed most of 
the Hollywood dolls at one time 
or another. 

“Eleanor is no challenge to 
an inventive photographer,” he 
said. ‘How can you improve on 
perfection?” 

Haller didn’t get his camera 
around to Miss Parker until the 
start of Warners’ “Chain Light- 
ning,” although he had _ been 


aware of her presence on the 
Burbank lot before that. “I 
thought she was pretty, but I 
didn’t know she was that pretty,” 
he said, explaining that a cam- 
eraman who looks at actresses 
under steaming hot lights from 
9 a.m. to 6 p.m., when even the 
most beautiful begin to droop a 
little, knows real beauty when he 
sees it. 

Haller has been an expert on 
such stars as Bette Davis, whom 
he has photographed in 13 or 14 
pictures; Joan Crawford, Jane 
Wyman, Ann Sheridan, Ingrid 
Bergman, Virginia Mayo, and a 
great many others. 

“Hach of them is attractive 
and beautiful in certain ways,” 
he said. “But each of them also 
has one or more off-beat features. 
Bette’s eyes, for instance, or 
Crawford’s mouth or Bergman’s 
nose. But this Parker girl is a 
package of perfection.”

‘Get it Right,’ 


You can’t fool the young peo- 
ple any more. They read too 
many popular - mechanics and 
scientific - American magazines, 
with the result that movie jet 
planes and other atomic age de- 
vices have to be bolt-perfect, or 
the youngsters will boo Hum- 
phrey Bogart right out of the 
cockpit. 

This is the experienced dis- 
covery of most of Hollywood’s 
art directors, including Leo 
Kuter, who is a sharp man witha 
draftsman’s board and who com- 
pleted the design of a bailing-out 
pressure cabin for jet pilots 
called a “pod.” It will do every- 
thing but work, and Kuter isn’t 
so sure that it won’t do that. 

Kuter’s pod is supposed to 
eject Humphrey Bogart from the 
pilot’s seat of a stratospheric jet 
plane in “Chain Lightning,” the 
Warner Bros. action drama com- 
INS Aeen to these. Theatre. 
It’s a safety device that carries 
jet pilots to the ground from the 
highest altitudes and at the 
greatest speeds. 

“Movie make-believe just can’t 
be make-believe any more,” 
Kuter said. “It’s got to be as 
close to the real thing as possible, 
and even closer.” 

The war, with its superman as- 
pects, has done a lot to wise up 
the nation’s young population in

the field of mechanics, especially 
in aviation, and that’s why 
“Chain Lightning,” with its jet 
background, put a severe strain 
on Kuter’s talents for making 
unreal thing's look real. 

“Look at this instrument 
panel,” he said. “It’s got 64 dif- 
ferent kinds of dials and gadgets, 
and none of them are phoney. 
They all have a legitimate pur- 
pose, and if even one of them 
didn’t make sense, we’d be del- 
uged with letters from indignant 
fliers or ex-fliers or about-to-be 
fliers from all over the country.” 

The instrument panel belongs 
in Bogart’s cockpit when he gets 
in it to test jet planes for movie 
audiences, 

For this same picture, Kuter 
was faced with the project of 
building a set to resemble the 
front of Gen. Ira Baker’s head- 
quarters outside of London. Ac- 
tually, Gen. Baker’s headquar- 
quarters during the war was a 
closely guarded secret, but Kuter 
again couldn’t take a chance. He 
found a picture of Castle Coombe, 
where the Air Forces general 
had his headquarters, and de- 
signed the set to match it. 

“Too many Army and Air 
Forces men probably knew what 
Baker’s place looked like,” Kuter 
said. ‘“‘We’d have heard about it 
if we’d tried to phoney it.”
